Such appeals 
go to the Agency's Executive Director for a final Agency decision. If Department of Defense wishes 
to appeal, please do so within 30 days of the Board's reconsideration decision. The appeal must be 
in writing and must be sent to the Board's Chairman. Appeal documentation must include the 
material intended for publication and any supporting material the Executive Director should 
consider. Please note that in all cases, the decision of the ExDir/ClA is final. If an appeal is NOT 
brought to the attention of ExDir/CIA within applicable time limits, the original decision of the 
PRB will be adopted.
